^^^.MERICA in its 200th year is looking back at where it has 
been. The founding fathers of our country sought to build a 
foundation upon which the individual could experience freedom 
within the boundaries that God has established in His Word. In 
the midst of America’s Bicentennial celebration we hear the 
question asked, ‘What do we do now?’ 

BRETHREN CHRISTIAN SCHOOLS is in its 20th year. We too, 
look back at where we have been. America has drifted from its 
foundation. What about BCS? What were the original goals? 
Have they been accomplished? Which is more important — 
spiritual maturity or academic achievement? Where are we 
going from here? 

What were the original goals? BCS was established to supple¬ 
ment the Christian home and the church. Just as the home and 
the church provide an atmosphere in which a child can mature, 
so too, the Christian school supplies an environment for the 
proper growth of a child. This maturing incorporates both a 
spiritual and an academic realm of learning. 

Have the goals been accomplished? This year a questionnaire 
was sent to the alumni of BCS to find what their evaluation was of 
the education they received at BCS. There were many questions 
and a diversity of answers but one item stood out above all 
others. In answer to the question, ‘What is your goal in life. .’,78 
percent said, To do the will of God.’ This is significant because it 
is tangible proof that the goals of the school are being met. 

Which is more important - spiritual maturity or academic 
achievement? It may be noted that PATTY HEARST was an ‘A’ 
student but lacked a sense of life values or a standard to live by. 
The Apostle Paul said that the wisdom of men is foolishness to 
God. Academic excellence is of no value unless it is built on a 
firm spiritual foundation. A student that has a set of LIFE VAL¬ 
UES based on God’s Word can face life with confidence in God’s 
will and an assurance that academic achievement will be a 
supplement to their life in Christ. BCS is interested in the total 
maturity of each student and this starts with a spiritual emphasis 
with academics a close second. 

Where do we go from here? Each month the School Board 
meets to prayerfully consider its responsibility to the students, 
the faculty, the staff and most of all to God. These men are not an 
end in themselves but merely THE LIAISON through which God 
directs the school. To meet the needs of education at BCS in the 
‘76-‘77 school year the school is facing a $55,000 deficit. Where 
do we go? This depends not on the Board but upon Christian 
parents. If Christian parents sense the need for a Christian 
education for their children God will meet the needs of the 
school. If Christian parents do not realize this need, there is no 
further use for BCS. Where we go from here depends on the 
committment of Christians to Christian education. 
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In 1966 the Parent 
Teacher Fellowship be¬ 
gan. Its main purposes 
now, as then, are to bring 
about a closer fellowship 
and communication among 
parents, teachers and the 
administration, and to 
raise money to purchase 
items needed in various 
aspects of the school pro¬ 
gram. It was also created 
to give parents a better 
understanding of the ed¬ 
ucational opportunity to 
become involved in prac¬ 
tical ways in the school 
and for recreational use of 
our gym. 

In the past ten years 
we feel that the PTF pro¬ 
gram has come a long way 
in fulfilling the goals they 
had in mind when it was 
first organized. PTF meets 
once a month and has a 
variety of programs which 
help them get more acquaint¬ 
ed with each other, the 
school, its functions, and 
the administration. PTF 
begins each year with a 
fellowship dinner which en¬ 
ables parents and teachers 
to get acquainted. Then it 
progresses through the year 
with Open House, films, 
areas such as: Music, Sci¬ 
ence, Athletics, Home 
Ec., etc. 

We as students of BCS 
would like to express our 
appreciation to PTF for the 
contributions they have 





made for the growth of our 
school through time and 
effort spent in volunteer 
work at the concessions 
for games, in the school 
library, and at fund raising 
projects such as the 
Chicken Bar B-Q, and the 
Fish Fry. Among these 
many contributions are the 
gym scoreboard for the 
athletic department, a 
laminating machine 

























for teachers, a Kodak slide 
projector for promotion, a 
Mirascreen slide viewer for 
promotion, two sewing 
machines for Home Ec., an 
electronic calculator for 
the Business Office, a 
duplicator for teachers, and 
future microscopes, etc.

Arbor Day began in Nebras¬ 
ka. R. Sterling Morton, a news¬ 
paper publisher, realized that 
trees would enrich the soil and 
conserve moisture. Through his 
patient efforts, April 10, 1872 
was set aside as Nebraska's 
first Arbor Day. The state gov¬ 
ernment offered prizes to the 
groups and individuals who 
planted the most trees. On that 
first day, the people of Nebras¬ 
ka planted more than a million 
trees. 

Other states recognized the 
value of tree planting and be¬ 
gan celebrating Arbor Day. 

This year at BCS, the 
Elementary school celebrated 
their first Arbor Day on April 
9. 

The program was co-or¬ 
dinated by Mrs. Phillips and 
consisted of singing by the 
third and fourth graders, the 
story of Arbor Day read by 
Jonathan Damon and a dialogue 
acted out by Brian Weiss and 
Tim Yocum. Conrad Calvin and 
Jon Knapp planted the Tulip 
tree. In these next few years 
take note of our tree the next 
time you drive by.
